The Santa Clara County Council on Alcoholism 
yesterday announced its incorporation as an affiliate 
of the National Council on Alcoholism and issued its 
first report of prevalence of alcoholism in Santa Clara 
County. 

Mr. Angelo Pestarino, chairman of the local coun¬ 
cil, appealing for voluntary contributions to assist the 
Council in establishing an information center, stated 
that in Santa Clara County, alone, more than 14, 000 
persons are suffering from the disease, alcoholism. 

"Alcoholism is the nation 1 s third major health 
problem, 11 Pestarino reported. "Only heart and 
mental illness take a greater toll than this disease 
which plagues more than five million Americans." 

" It knows no social or economic boundaries. 

Contrary to popular belief, alcoholism is NOT limited 
largely to Skid Row. Ninety-seven percent of all 
alcoholics are found in industry, business and in the 
home. 11 

Mr. Pestarino continued: " Medical science re¬ 
cognizes that alcoholism is a disease that can be arr¬ 
ested through proper treatment. Yet Comparatively 
few of our general hospitals will accept and treat an 
alcoholic." 

"However," he continued," something can be 
done and in our county is being done. Santa Clara 
has already demonstrated its readiness to help by es¬ 
tablishing the Alcoholic Rehabilitation Clinic in San 
Jose. Of necessity, however, tnis clinic cannot meet 


the overwhelming problem of alcoholism within our 
county. Therefore a group of interested citizens has 
formed the Santa Clara County Council on Alcoholism. 
Its avowed purpose is to educate the community on the 
problems of alcoholism, to establish an information 
center, to promote education and research in the field 
of alcoholism and to encourage establishment of more 
and better facilities for treatment and rehabilitation 
of its victims. " Mr. Pestarino pointed out that the 
Council is " Neither wet nor dry" and will NOT en¬ 
gage itself in any activity designed to promote or 
prevent the sale or consumption of alcoholic beverages.

CORPORAL RODOLFO P. HERNANDEZ 

Fiestas Patrias celebration Parade Marshall, CpI. 
Rudy Hernandez of Fresno, California. Hernandez 
won his CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL OF HONOR in 
Korea serving with the 187th Airborne Regimental 
Combat Team. His citation reads as follows: 

Corporal Hernandez, Infantry, United States 
Army, a member of Company G, 187th Airborne Reg¬ 
imental Combat Team, distinguished himself by con¬ 
spicuous gallantry and intrepidity above and beyond 
the call of duty in action against the enemy near 
Wontong-Ni, Korea on 31 May 1951. His platoon, 
in defensive positions on Hill 420, came under ruth¬ 
less attack by a numerically superior and fanatical 
hostile force, accompanied by heavy artillery, mor¬ 
tar and machine gun fire which inflicted numerous 
casualties on the platoon. His comrades were forced 
to withdraw due to lack of ammunition but Corporal 
Hernandez, although wounded in an exchange of 
grenades, continued to deliver deadly fire into the 
ranks of the onrushing assailants until a ruptured car¬ 
tridge rendered his rifle inoperative. Immediately 
leaving his position. Corporal Hernandez rushed the 
enemy armed only with rifle and bayonet. Fearlessly 
engaging the foe, he killed hordes of North Koreans, 
six with his bayonet, before falling unconscious from 
grenade, bayonet and bullet wounds but his heroic 
action momentarily halted the er.emy advance and
